Six barrels' of whiskey and 


twenty-five kegs and twenty oases of 
beer were destroyed, 


One woman who vigorously attack-

pon. 


The third and last jointist had been

saders and hastily concealed several 
barrels of liquor in the cellar.

corrupt practices act, which requires 
candidates for office to file statements 
for their camjpaign expenses; nbolish- 
ing the office of state oil inspector.

By.this means every time the cur- 


.rent begins to slacken its strength it 
,;will meet one of the coils, which will 
give it renewed impetus until it reach- 
tes the next one, and so on. It is prac- 
tically a relay method of applying 
Strength. The new system will involva 
the laying of new cables at. enormous 
expense. It is this feature which is re- 
tarding the work at present. The new 
cables will require no greater strength 
of current or different instruments 
from those now used.
